Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-22, and 24-36 are allowed. 

It is noted that the closest prior art of record, Lee et al. (U.S. Patent 5,937,000) 
discloses that the primary data signal is evaluated to determine the spectral shaping of 
the carrier portion of the spread spectrum signal, but Lee does not teach the 
implementation of a predetermined modulation carrier frequency such that the spread 
spectrum signal is within a frequency bandwidth corresponding to the speech. Thus, 
independent claims 1,18, 35, and 36 are allowable over the prior art of record because 
the cited prior art alone or in combination, does not fairly suggest or disclose the 
claimed combination of features.
